A. F. Nixon, former cashier of the 
defunct Bank of Woolridge at 
Woolridge, 16 miles east of here, 
killed himself early today.

Nixon was a brother 
of Charles W. Nixon, who fled to 
Mexico after the failure of the 
Boonville Farm Mortgage Co. with 
a shortage of approximately 
$500,900.

JEWELER KITED CHECKS WHEN

Unemployment, resulting in in- 
ability of the laboring man and 
woman to keep up time payment 
accounts, was a contributory cause 
in the failure of the Ben Barnett 
Jewelry Co., 1002 Olive street, ac- 
cording to Arnold J. Bennett, presi- 
dent of the concern, who testified 
before Referee in Bankruptcy 
Coles yesterday. 

Barnett said the concern was in- 
corporated in 1920 with a capital 
of $25,000. In 1925 the books 
showed a surplus of $11,000, in ad- 
dition to the 25,000 capital ac- 
count. Last year, however, time 
payment business was attended 
with many difficulties, and Barnett 
said he had to “kite’’ checks in an 
effort to keep up with obligations. 

Barnett, questioned concerning 
check “kiting,” said his practice 
was to obtain a check from his 
brother-in-law, IL. Grossberg, to 
be used in meeting pressing debts 
and give a post-dated check in re- 
turn. A number of the post-dated 
checks failed to clear the banks 
and, on Jan. 13, Jast, four days be- 
fore the concern was. placed in 
bankruptcy, Grossberg demanded 
payment of a $1400 loan. Barnett 
testified that he paid his brother- 
in-law by turning over all the con- 
cern’s available cash, about $700, 
and then pawned diamonds to 
complete the payment.

When he started the experi- 
ment on Feb. 26 he felt “lack- 
adaisical on getting up in the morn- 
ing,’ but now he feels like “jum p- 
ing out of bed and getting right 
-to work,” 

The test was conducted at Belle- 
vue Hospital under auspices of the 
Russell Sage foundation of path- 
ology, which has been studying 
} diets since 1913. The foundation 
announced the only conclusion it 
could draw at this time was that an 
all-meat. diet was as satisfactory in 
New York as in the Arctic. 

During seven of the 11 years he 
‘spent in the Arctic, Stefansson 

ilived entirely on meat. Eskimos, 
|who eat only meat, never have 
| Scurvy and are in perfect health, 
| he says. 

Another Arctic explorer, Karlsten 
Anderson, on the all-meat diet since 
Jan. 24, gained back: during the 

latter part of the period a pound 
more than he lost in weight at 
first. Stefansson haz lost about 
nine pounds, but explains he was 
ten pounds overweight anyway. 

“I am convinced the meat diet 
iis an excellent~ one,” Stefansson 
/said, “but I would not recommend 
it for everyone. It would be too 
expensive. The meat of various 
kinds which I consume is equiva- 
lent to three sirloin steaks, and 
/might cost $5 to $6 a day at cur- 
; rent restaurant prices.” 
Stefansson left the hospital yes- 
terday, but will continue to eat on- 
ily meat for about six months, sub-

KATE RIGHARDS O'HARE 


FILES SUIT FOR DIVORCE 


Socialist Leader Charges Indig- 
nities—Husband Unable 
to Explain Action. 


Kate Richards O'Hare, St. Louls 
Socialist leader who served almost 
14 months of a five-,ear peniten- 
tiary sentence for violation of the 
espionage act during the World 
War, yesterday filed suit at Mena. 
Ark., to divorce Frank P. O'Hare 
of 3129A Shenandoah avenue. 

Mrs. O'Hare, the mother of four 
grown children, is a member of 
the faculty of Commonwealth Col. 
lege at Mena, a “pay-as-you-go” 
instituggn for working students. 
She visited her family in St. Louis 
last September, and at the time ap- 
parently was on good terms with 
her husband. 


In her divorce suit she charges 
O’Hare with general indignities. 
Two of the children, F. Richards 
O'Hare, 24 years old, and Eugene, 
19, five with thelr father. The 
others, Kathleen, 20, and Victor 19. 
a twin of Hugene are married and 
live in New York. 

O’Hare said today he was un- 
able to explain his wife's suit and 
would not comment. 

Mrs, O’Hare was sentenced to 
prison for a speech in opposition 
to the selective draft. President 
Wilson commuted her sentence 
and she was released from Jeffer- 
son City penitentiary May 29, 1920. 
Immediately she began to crusade 
for prison reform, and particularly 
for changes in the methods of 
handling women prisoners. 

Later, in 1922, she organized the 
Children’s Crusade and convoyed 
her charges, the sons and daughters 
of political prisoners, to Washing- 
ton, where for days they and their 
mothers picketed the White House 
in a campaign for amnesty for po- 
litical prisoners, 


The crusade was abandoned 
eventually without any promise 
of amnesty from President Hard- 
ing,. but later the cases of many 
prisoners were reviewed and their 
releases were ordered, so that_in 
speeches and interviews Mrs. 
O'Hare called the effort a victory 
for her cause.

There was no material 
damage to the vessel, the dispatch 
said.

INSURANCE INVESTMENTS 
BROADENED IN NEW YORK 


Companies Permitted to Buy Pre- 
ferred Stock of Corporations 
Under New Law. 

NEW YORK, March 22.—Most 
of the life insurance premiums 
paid in New York will be lower, 
or at least will fail to advance in 
price as the result of the passage 
of the Wales bill by the State 
Legislature, it is believed. The bill 
affecting millions of policy hold- 
ers, permits life insurance com- 
panies in this State to invest in 
preferred stocks and debentures of 
corporations. The largest buyers 
of securities and the biggest group 
of savers are affected by the Wales 
bill. Heretofore these companies 
could invest only in real esf&te 
mortgages, railroad mortgage 
bonds and munieipal bonds. 

The national effect of the Wales 
law can be seen in the fact that 
44 life insurance companies op- 
erating in-this State wrote 80 per 
cent of that business in the United 
States. The list of securities made 
legal by the Wales bill covers a 
majority of the successful corpora- 
tions of this country. ;

Commissioner Esch’s Rejection 


The Senate's Refusal to Confirm John J. Esch Is Regarded as an Injustice to Him, 
as Well as an Attempt to Undermthe the Independence of the Interstate Commerce 


Commission. 
THE SENATE VS. ESCH. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 
R. ESCH was a member of the House 
of Representatives for 22 years and 

during Much of the time took a leading 
part in railroad legislation. He has com- 
pleted one term as a member of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. There is no 
doubt that the Senators who voted against 
him did-so because of his vote in the con- 
troversy over freight rates from the coal 
fields to lake ports. 

in 1925 Mr. Esch voted against reducing 
the rates from Pennsylvania and Ohio 
mimes. In 1927 he voted for reducing the 
rates from these mines 20 cents a ton. 
About the same time he voted against giv- 
ing a corresponding reduction from the 
mines of West Virginia, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, which would have placed the South- 
ern fields again in a position te compete 
with Ohio and Pennsylvania in great lakes 
territory. 

The opposition to Mr. Esch appears to 
have been sectional. While the roll cal! 
of the Senate as a whole Was not made 


clearly defined in the preliminary hearing 
before the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Was created to keep railroad rates and rail- 
road regulgtion out of politics. The tom- 
mission was designed to be an impartial, 
nonsectional, nonpartisan body of experts. 
Now that he has been unseated the ques- 
tiem arises whether Mr. Esch was voted 
down because his opinions were governed 
by sectional] rather than national consid- 
erations as the Senators would have us 
believe, or because the Senate wishes to 
impose séectionalism upon the commission. 
Undoubtedly the railroad rate structure can 
be made to serve one section of the coun- 
try at the expense of others. Is the Senate 
fer or against that use of the cOmmission's 
powers? The question is one which the 
country cannot afford te leave umanswered. 

The burden of proof is upon the Senate. 
We are entitied to assume, from many of 
its recent acts, that it prefers the sectiona! 
to the national viewpoint.

Small Audience Demands Manv 
Encores at End of Violinist’s 
Program at Odeon.

Jascha Heifetz, the violinist with 
the graven image face who is tour- 
ing in America again after a trip 
through the Orient appeared at the 
Odeon last night before a surpris- 
ingly small audience. The response 
that he met, however, must have 
compensated him for the leanness 


of the purse. Each number that he | 


played was greeted with an unmis- 
takable fervor and at the close of 
the program he had to play four 
encores before the crowd would go 
home. 


Since, for one reason or another, 
it was the first time I had ever at- 


tended a Heifetz recital, I confi- 
dently expected to hear a prodi- 
gious mechanical dexterity, jeweled 
phrasing and a glacial tone. Any 
number. of commentators, profes- 
sional and otherwise, had spoken 
about that glacial] tone. What was 
disclosed last night was nothing of 
the sort and it now occurs to me 
that my innocent friends must have 
suffered a confusion of visual and 
auditory impressions. 

For when Heifetz plays he ex- 
hibits what in stage parlance is 
known as a “dead pan.’ The ex- 
pression on his face is that of a 
slightly bored High Priest or per- 
haps a superior floor walker and it 
never changes. Under the influence 
of that persistently unsmiling coun- 
tenance a member of the audience 
whose ears are not as trustworthy 
as his eyes may possibly carry away 
the impression of coldness. 

But Mr. Heifetz should be al- 
lowed the privilege of disposing 
his face as he pleases as long as 
he plays as he did last night. True 
enough his sense of form is more 
important to him than the produc- 
tion of a lush, swooning tone but

LONDON, 

HIS is a first visit to London 
in winter and after a topsy- 
turvey trip across the choppy 
channel, the town seemed to droop 
in the mantle of thin gray. Yet 
the heart beat of London has a 
brisk murmur like an overtone of 
solidity and is stimulating and 
marrowy.

ago about playing from 


i sand bunkers, I mentioned 


thrge methods of extricating the 
ball from that kind of hazard. 
I called the three shots the blast, 
the chip, and the cut-shot, I 
referred to these as the three le- 
gitimate ghots to employ from a 
bunker. I did not mean by that 
to imply that there existed no 
other legitimate way of accom- 
plishing the desired result. 


I wrote recently of the im- 
agination which enableda player 
to conceive and execute strokes 
from difficult situations. There 
certainly is no place on a golf 
course whe the player’s flare for 
originality can have freer rein 
than in a sand-trap. Once there, 
he has the selection of any num- 
ber of means of getting out, 
granting, of course, that his ball 
is not lying m a furrow or in an 
innocent heel-mark. 


When a man walks into a 
bunker he must be in a very un- 
settled state of mind. Approach- 
ing his ball lying upon the fair- 


way, he can be reasonably sure 
that he can see whatever club or 
shot the distance and terrain may 
demand. But, on the sand, the 
situation is vastly different, for 
there he must accommodate his 
ambitious intentions to the lie 
he has been lucky enough to 
draw. And rarely, indeed, is he

| A Shot That Won. 


ALWAYS remember, with 

much satisfaction, a shot 

which I played at Columbus 
in the last round of the open 
championship. Of course, for- 
tune smiled on that shot. 

It was on the thirteenth hole, 
and I had just holed a four at 
the long twelfth and had been in- 
formed that Joe Turnesa, who 
was playtng two' holes ahead, 
had taken six on that hole, and 
five on the thirteenth. ‘Then, 
for the first time, I began to have 
some hope of winning, for 1 was 
only two strokes behind, and if 
I could get my four at thirteen, 
I would be only a stroke behind 
with five holes to play.

E often had wild delusions, which, 
H viene or not, gained him a reputa- 
tation as a fluent liar. In person he 

was rather tall (: .0ut 6 feet 11 inches), 
slender, wiry, graceful. His voice was shrill 
and harsh. His face was of the “angel’’ 
type; pale, lighted by enormous dark blue 
eyes, and crowned by a ma s of wavy brown 
hair. He was in appearance and Gress, 
as well as in behavior, the typical poet.
